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CENTRAL CRIMINAL COURT. 
MANSLAUGHTER CHARGE 
FAILS. 


WOMAN KILLED IN STREET 
BRAWL. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN.) 

James McCormack (40), labourer, was found 
not guilty of the manslaughter of Mrs. Brigid 
McDonnell, dealer, on December 24 last, and 
was discharged. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., said that the accused 
had been returned for trial on a charge of 
murder, but such a charge could not be 
sustained. It arose out of a drunken row, 
through which the mother of a large family 
lost her life. Deceased, who was the wife of 
a casual labourer, went into a public-house 
with another woman and had some drink 
there. The. prisoner, who was also there, 
quarrelled with a man and a woman. They 
came out on the street, when the prisoner 
was alleged to have hit a woman or to have 
been hit by her. He then struck an in- 
offensive old man, and Mrs. McDonnell, goin 
over, was struck in the face by the aid 
man, It was not alleged that he strack her 
with any serious intent, but she fell to the 

reund, the base of the skull striking, the 
erbstone. 

Patrick McDonnell (14) stated that he saw 
a man strike his mother on the face. He did 
not think prisoner was the man. 

The jury, by direction, found a verdict as. 
stated, and, on entering into a recognisance to 
keep the peace for two years, McCormack 
was discharged, 


“ TRAP ” LETTERS IN 
MAIL BAG. 


RAILWAY GUARD CONVICTED 
OF STEALING. 


Michael Hayes, a railway guard, pleaded 
not guilty to a charge of stealing from a mail 
bag three postal packets on 20th May last, 
mm with receiving two 10s. Treasury notes 
and three bank notes of .£1 each on the same 
date. ' 

The jury found the prisoner guilty on the 
charge of stealing, with a recommendation to 
mercy on accognt of his long service, He was 
put back for sentence. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., said that the case had 
been brought for the purpose of making an 
example of a man who betrayed his public 
trust. 

Thomas Justice, of the Investigation 
Branch, Post Office, said that in consequence 
of complaints on the Limerick section he went 
there in May last, accompanied by Sergeant 
O'Neill. He made up three registered letters, 
each containing money in the form of bank 
notes, which bore a secret mark. Neither the 
letters nor the envelopes had been recovered, 
but he submitted copies of the letters. He 
had put his initials on the notes in invisible 
ink. On the arrival of the Limerick train at 
| Charleville witness examined the mail bag in 
which the letters had been. He found: the 
seals broken and the three letters missing. 
When the accused as. te. searched the 
marked notes were found in his possession. 
When asked to account for them prisoner said 
that he had got them from a bookmaker in 
Limerick the day before. 

Sergeant O'Neill, of the Detective Branch, 
G. Ó. corroborated. When the accused man 
was told that three letters were missing he 
said that he knew nothing about them.

J. Downes and Co.) appliec on behalf of the 
plaintiff, Patrick Cleary, for an order for the 
administration of the trusts of the will of 
Elizabeth Branagan, who died on 24th April, 
1914, having, by her will, left her farm of 
land to her son, James Joseph Branagan, on 
condition that he should return to the place 
within seven years after her death and take 
up the management of the farm. In default 
of his return, the farm was to be sold, and 
the proceeds distributed among charities. 

As he did not return inquiries were in- 
stituted, but nothing definite could be ascer- 
tained about him or hi- whereabouts. .

The plaintiff, who was the executor, and 
amt auctioneer in the district, stated in an 
affidavit that £1,000 wa; an under valuation, 
adding that it was quite impossible to sell to 
anyone except the members of the family in 
that district.

Mr. Justice Meredith saic that he thought 
that £1,000 was not enough for the lands, 
and made an order for admmistration, with a 
stay adjourning the matter for a week.

His assets were 
sworn at something over £3,000. Edward

Public .Morals. 


Mr. Ernest Blythe finds a partial cause 
of the Free State’s ills in the farmer's 
lack of initiative and energy. May we not 
go farther and say that these defects are 
only one symptom of a general weakening 
of the national character? The Great War, 
with its catastrophic changing of all sorts 
of values, loosened the fibres of life every- 
where; and in Ireland that demoralisa- 
tion was aggravated by the results of civil 
disorder. The older generation has become 
apathetic and the younger generation 
despises or has forgotten the ancient 
standards of conduct. Too many of our 
young people are now content to live from 
hand to mouth, demanding pleasure from 
society, but acknowledging no responsi- 
bility to it. .To-day—it is a age roe 
but no thoughtful citizen will contradict 
us—the Free State is not only a less in- 
dustrious, but a more immoral, country 
than it was fifteen years ago. Parents are 
losing the capacity to control their children. 
Extravagance in dress is almost universal, 
and is most reckless among the very people 
who can afford it least. Fifteen years ago 
few women of the middle classes touched 
strong liquors, even in their own homes. 
To-day many of them take wine or whiskey 
in: public. places; and women and men 
drink with equal abandon in the dance- 
halls of country towns and _ yillages. 
Sexual immorality has increased in -he 
Free State and is increasing. If the police 
authorities and hospitals could speak 
frankly on this subject, they might shock 
the national conscience. 

Our statesmen warn us of various 
dangers, but there is one danger about 
which everybody is strangely silent. Already 
the new and careless ways of life seem to 
be sapping the moral standards of the 
nation. The middle-aged citizen now over- 
looks, with a shrug or a tolerant smile, 
actions which, when he was twenty years 
younger, would have shocked him deeply. 
We do not say that our fathers set an 
exceptionally high standard of national 
morals. They did not concern themselves 
greatly with a man's private life; but 
they insisted that’ his personal conduct 
should not become a public scandal. The 
moralist will say, truly, that this attitude 
represented merely the cynical command- 
ment, “Thou shalt not be found out”; 
but, at least, it recognised the existence 
of standards of public morality. .In those 
days certain. offences, when they became 
notorious, carried social ‘extinction in 
their train. Dishonesty or criminal 
carelessness in business, the proved abuse 
of public office for personal ends, flagrant 
debauchery—these and some other things 
were held to be just cause why society 
should turn down its thumb. It is 
certain that in our days there is a very 
substantial relaxation of the old conven- 
tions. As a result, perhaps, of a prolonged 
orgy of civic irregularity people seem to 
condone many sorts of dishonesty in busi- 
ness and the public service. Persons whose 
private misconduct has been exposed now 
seem to be ready to “brazen it out’’ with 
increasing confidence. It appears that such 
misconduct no longer invites the conse- 
quences that would have been inevitable 
twenty years ago. 

No evil is more insidious than the decay 
of sound standards of public moralify. 
These standards in all civilised countries 
are the outcome of centuries of spiritual 
and social progress—of the most en- 
lightened efforts of saints, statesmen and 
philosophers. They are of inestimable 
value to all classes of the people. 
Especially are they a precious. asset of 
the poor and feeble, who have most to fear 
from the social lawlessness and wicked 
passions that exist in all communities. At 
the lowest estimate, even when they are a 
convention rather than a credo, they repre- 
sent, in La Rochefoucauld’s words, “the 
homage that vice pays to virtue.” Inso far 
as we relax those standards we dishonour 
virtue; and, once relaxed, they will be 
restored slowly and with extreme diffi- 
culty: it is another case of the descent 
and ascent of Avernus, The lowering of 
these standards in Ireland, whether of 
thought, conduct or manners, is a peril 
which ought to engage the most earnest 
attention. of all good citizens. Public 


opinion is, in the last resort, the arbiter of 


moral standards, and unless public opinion 


‘standards tannot be high. 'This problem 
goes to the very roots of the national situa- 
tion. It involves: not only the decencies 
of public life and the innocence of youth,

Nations. After a long fight in the Reichs- 


policy, and on last Saturday the Bundesrat, 
or Federal Council of the several German 
States, signified its approval of the 
Cabinet’s intention. Germany’s applica- 
tion, therefore, probably will reach Geneva 
before the end of the present week. Sir 
Eric Drummond, Secretary of the League, 
proposes to summon ‘a special meeting of 
the Council’ without delay, and, in all 
likelihood, the German delegates will take 
their seats at the next quarterly meeting, 
which will be held towards the end <f 
March. Before Germany can be elected 
to a permanent seat on the Council, its 
present members must be unanimous in 
her favour; and their decision must "a 
ratified by a two-thirds’ majority of the 
Assembly at its next meeting. There is 
no doubt at all that Germany’s applica- 
tion for membership of the League will be 
granted without any difficulty ; but trouble 
is anticipated in regard to the question of 
a permanent seat on the Council. When 
the League was established the idea was 
that the Council should consist of seve. 
permanent members—namely, 
France, Italy, Japan, Germany, Russia 
and the United States—and of four elected 
members who would hold office for a 
certain number of years. The absence vi 
Germany, Russia and the United States 
reduced the number of permanent seats to 
four, and the number of elected seats was 
increased to six. If Germany becomes 


a permanent member now, the Council: 


will number eleven; but as both 
Spain and Brazil, who are elected 
members, want permanent seats for them- 
selves, they may vote against Germany’s 
admission and thuscreate an extremely 
difficult situation. Poland also wants a 
permanent seat, on. the ground that in 
any future negotiations with Germany she 
must be able to stand on equal terms 
with her more powerful neighbour. 
Spain claims a permanent seat because 
she thinks ‘that the Spanish-speaking 
nations of South America ought to 
have a friend in court; but Chile and 
the Argentine Republic hold that, if South 
America is to have a permanent seat, their 
claims ought not to be overlooked. Brazil 
takes the view that her Portuguese- 
speaking population has just as good a 
right to permanent representation as its 
Spanish-speaking neighbours, and is re- 
ported to be determined that, if she does 
not secure a seat on.the Council, she will 
prevent Germany from being nominated. 
Any hitch in the admission of Germany 
to permatient membership of the Council 
would be a calamity. It would reinforce 
the American argument that the League 
is simply an association of the victorious 
Powers in the war; and for that reason 
alone every friend of international recon- 
ciliation will await the events of the next 
few weeks with anxious interest. 


St. Isidore’s College. 
.. A correspondent tells us that the Irish 


virtual destruction. Like Dublin, Rome 
is in the hands of a vigorous civic com- 
mission, and drastic remoulding of the 
city has been. undertaken. The English 
College, founded in the fourteenth century 
for the relief of English pilgrims from the 
extortions of Roman innkeepers, is con- 
demned to yield up the greater part of its 
premises, and the Irish College of 
St. Isidore is likely to lose its grounds. 
In the year 1625 an address from Ireland 
was laid before the Pope asking for 
facilities to educate priests in Rome; and 
Cardinal Ludovisi, “ Protector of Ireland,” 
at his own expense, rented a house 
opposite the old Church of St. Isidore, 
endowed therein a college, and appointed 
Luke Wadding, the Franciscan annalist, 
as supervisor of the students. In those days 
the Franciscans were the chief custodians 
of Irish learning. When Ludovisi died, 
in 1632, a law suit deprived the Franciscan 
Order of the Roman College, and for 137 
years thereafter it was controlled by the 
Jesuits. In 1772 a pontifical commission 
found that, while the purpose of the 
College was to train clergy for the Irish 
mission, students were being diverted to 
the Jesuit Order. Henceforward, until 
1798, when the College temporarily 
was suppressed, it was directed by 
an Italian scholar. When the. revo- 
lutionaty years had passed Dr. Blake, 
Bishop of Dromore, himself an old 
alumnus, secured from Leo XII. - the 
revival of the College, and on February 
18th, 1826—just a hundred years ago—its 
doors were opened once more. Among the 
earliest students of the réstored College 
was the whimsical genius remembered as 
“Father Prout.”” The third rector of the 
new régime was Dr. Cullen, afterwards 
Cardinal Archbishop of Dublin. The 
College has accumulated memories 
precious to lovers of Irish history, and 
within its walls are many relics of the 
past which Irish visitors to Roma behold 
with lively interest.

St. Isidore’s College has been long regarded 
as an Irish national monument, anc as one 
of the most hallowed Irish historical land- 
marks n Rome. Founded in 1625 by the 
Annalist and Theologian, Father Luke 
Wadding, on the southern skirt of the 
Pincian Hill, the Colleg celebrated its third 
centenary only last October. The College, 
as it stands to-day, with the exception of a 
small pre-existing edifice, is Wadding’s crea- 
tion, and all its grounds were purchased by 
‘Vadding in fee-simple. This fact, however, 
is not called into question. 


FRANCISCAN ANNALIST. 

Luke Waddjng was born, in 1588, . Water- 
ford, and, on his mother’s side, was a near 
relative of Peter Lombard, the famous Arch- 
bishop of Armagh. His family was allied to 
nearly all the prominent families of Water- 
ford in the 17th century. He made his 
ecclesiastical studies at the Irish College, 
Lisbon, at Liria (near Oporto), where he 
entered the Franciscan Order, and at Coim- 
bra. Subsequently he removed to Salamanca, 
where he completed his studies, and obtained 
a chair of T eology. ni 

“ In 1618,” writes Si James Ware, ' when 
Antony a Trejo, Vicar-General of the 
Franeiscans, was advanced to the Bishopric 
of Carthagena, in Spain, and appointed 
Legate-Ext~aordinary by Philip IIL to Po 
Paul V., such was his opinion of Luke 
Wade'ng that he pitched upon him to be the 
Divine of the Embassy, though then but 
thirty years old and a foreigner; and the 
consequence: will show that he could not have 
made a fitter choice.” 

While engaged in the business of the Lega- 
tion, Wadding. conceived a vast literary 
programme, which materialised, according to 
the list. given 1s by Dr. Cleary, in 
volumes; most of these he succeeded in pub- 
lishing. He .is probably the most 
voluminous ecclesiastical writer that Ire- 
land-. has ever produced Foremost 
among his works is the '' Annales Minorum, 
which is even to-day the basic source of 
Franciscan history, and which enshrines 
valuable Irish historical data. His annotated 
edition of the works of John Duns Scotus 
(16 volumes) also deserves mention. At one 
time he contemplated an Irish ecclesiastical 
history, but relinquished the project im 
deference to Ward and Colgan. Neither of 
these had the same material advantages at 
their command, and Wadding’s colleague, 
Antony Hickey, was equal to either as an 
Trish antiquarian. 


LEARNING AND PIETY. 

Wadding’s object in. establishing an Irish 
Franciscan College in Rome was to gather in 
one great central educational establishment 
the Irish students of his Order then scattered 
over Europe, and subsequently to take in and 
educate, contemporaneously with St. Antony's, 

successive generations of Irish 
Franciscans. He was more than successful in 
the execution of his project. St. Isidore’s not 
only provided the Irish mission with a con- 
stant supply of learned and zealous mis- 
sionaries, but during the first thirty years of 
its existence it sent forth more than seventy 
professors. of Philosophy and Theology to 
occupy chairs in nearly every important 
European centre of learning. 

Wadding succeeded in making St. Isidore’s 
a model college, and under his guidamce good 
scholarship and fervent devotion went hand in 
hand. In the founder’s lifetime some of the 
most. brilliant philosophers and theologiang of 
the day were lecturers in its halls—Antony 
Hickey (the theologian), John Ponce (the 
philosopher) Patrick Fleming,(the author of 
he ‘“"Collectanea”’), Bonaventure . Baron 
(author ‘of 22 tomes), Francis O'Molloy 
{author of the first printed Irish grammar), 
and many others. At the same time, the 
College became the source and centre of the 
renaissance of Scotistic study which took place 
in the séventeenth century. 


DAYS OF VICISSITUDE. 

Faithful to such traditions, the College 

continued to work without interruption until 
the French military occupation of Rome in 
1798, when St. Isidore’s, sharing the fate of 
similar establishments, was confiscated and 
sold. The purchaser was Prince Piombino— 
the scion of a house which contributed largely 
to the foundation of the College—who rented 
it to numerous lodgers, among them - being 
Overbeck, the founder of the. Nazarene School 
of Painting, and Father James McCormick, 
the actual superior of the College.. The latter, 
assisted by a lay brother, thus retained 
artial possession until the expulsion of the 
rench and the restoration of Pius VII., 
under whom the College once more reverted 
to its original owners—not, however, without 
a long and expensive law suit. 
- During the wholesale confiscation of re- 
ligious property, consequent on the Risorgi- 
mento, the College ‘was again in jeopardy; 
but owing to the good offices, it is said, of 
the British Embassy, a saving clause was in- 
troduced, exempting religious houses of an 
educational character possessed by foreigners ; 
thus St. Isidore’s was saved. - 

The Superiors of the College, however, had 
taken time by the forelock, and in 1872 a 
member of the Order, with a large know- 
ledge of Irish antiquities, was despatched 
from Dublin—Luke Theobald Carey, 0.F.M. 
~—to transfer to Ireland the whole body of 
the College archives bearing on Irish history, 
thus conferring an inestimable boon on Irish 
scholars, who have had ever since easy and 
free access to these treasures at the Convent 
of the Order, Merchants’ quay, Dublin. 
Since then Sir J. T. Gilbert, in 1874, and 
Mi. J. M. Bigg, in 1906, calendared most of 
these MSS. (Hist. MSS. Comm. Fourth Re- 

rt, Part I., p. 598: “ Report on Franciscan 

fanuscripts,’’ at’ Merchants’ quay, Dublin). 


THE COLLEGE DESCRIBED. 

Donovan, in his valuable ‘‘ Guide to Rome” 
(Vol. HI., pp. 974 sqq.), gives the following 
description of the College. buildings :— 

“The body of the editice consists of an outer 
and inner cloister, separated the sacristy; 
the spacious inner cloister, which is, by far, the 
larger, was erected by Father Luke Waddipg, who 
also added a second storey to the outer one; and 
the College has anne:ad to it ai extensive and 
well cultivated garde. ‘Lhe walls of the inner 
cloister are covor‘d with frescoes executed by 
Fra. Emanuel da Como (?), a lay brother of the 
Order, On the ground floor are the refectory, 
kitchen, dispensary and class halle. The refector 
is an oblong, spacious, lofty and well-aired hall. 
the walls.of which are covered with 
compartments div by Ionic columns, presenting 
views of Tivoli and Vesuvius, executed at the 
expense of the Earl Fitzwilliam when of a visit 
to Rome in 1794, as is recorded by an inscription 
over the door of the entrance. The Hall of 
EA use, is a noble apartment, measuring 36 feet 
in length and T8 feet in breadth: and ite walls 
are covered with frescoes, some of which are of 
great merit and all of considerable interest, as re- 
gards.the early history of the College.” 

The Theological Hall here referred to con- 
teins authentic portraits (in fresco) of 
Wadding, Colgan, Hickey and Ponce, and of 
the Archbishops Fleming, MacCaughell and 
Conry. 

The library and archives of St. Isidore’s 
are still, perhaps, the finest in the whole 
Franciscan Order. f these, Dr.» Cleary 
writes :—

The Road Fand. 


Opposition to a raid on the Road Fund 
is growing up outside Westminster, and 
to-morrow Lord Derby is to preside over 
a luncheon at the Savoy Hotel, when a 
representative gathering will meet to make 
a protest. It seems that County Counc; 
and other local authorities are waking ap 
to the fact that the raid is likely to hare 
a marked effect on local expenditur, and 
consequently are meeting to-morrow to 
endorse the attitude taken up by a deputa- 
stion recently to the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. Prétests, however. will have 
little effect on Mr. Churchill; for he fully 
intends to secure twenty per cent. of the 
revenue of the fund for general purposes. 
This is the amount that the Government 
thinks ought to come from the enormous 
development in motoring for purposes 

other than the maintenance of roads. 


Franked Letters. 


A new departure is to be introduced into 
Government departments before long, 
taking the form of making use of. postage 
stamps. At present nearly all Govern- 
ment letters are franked and not stamped, 
but when the present stock of envelopes 
is exhausted all letters will be treated n: 
the ordinary manner. This probably will 
enable. a considerable saving to be made ; 
for the use of postage stamps will necessi- 
tate a check upon correspondence, while 
the free use of franked envelopes tends to 
encourage extravagance. The Treasury 
and the Post Office have tried unsuccess- 
fully for many years to get this reform 
adopted, and it seems that they have now 
overcome the opposition that previously 
defeated their efforts. 


Slum Areas. 


The Minister of Health has drawn up 
a very complete scheme for dealing with 
slum areas, and it is almost certain to 
receive the approval of the Cabinet. Mr. 
Chamberlain has adopted new lines. 
attacking the worst areas first. since they 
can be cleared by complete demolition. In 
this case he is likely to depart from the 
olde@idea that the property taken for 
demolition shall be regarded as worthless, 
and will give reasonable compensation tv 
the landowner. With regard to the im- 
provement of unsatisfactory property, 
work is to be undertaken on a very big 
scale. If objections are raised by land- 
lords, the local authorities will be em- 
powered to take over the houses, i& 
condition them, claim a grant from the 
State, charge the landlord with his pro- 
portion of the cost, and then hand him 
back his property. It is in the rural dis- 
tricts of England that reconditioning 1s 
the most pressing need ; for town property 
is either too bad to rebuild or too good 
to destroy. 


Agricultural Policy. 


Colone] Walter Guinness, the Minister 
of Agriculture, is preparing a statement 
of his agricultural proposals, and it 
probably will be issued to-morrow. It will 
set forth the proposals, more particularly 


with regard to the advance of credits, sug- ' 


gested for the forthcoming bill. It is 
understood that the statement will deal 
with the several kinds of advances. While 
the Government seeks to encourage the 
development of crops and will be ready 
to advance credit in this connection, the 
great importance of live-stock is to be 
particularly stressed, with the hope oi 
securing larger supplies of both meat and 
milk. It is recognised that a great number 
of British farmers have mortgages, more 
or less heavy, on their lands, and their 
cases are to be scheduled and given con- 
sideration for guarantees by the State, In 
order that they may be prevented from 
losing their farms or going out of business. 
Credit also will be allowed in the case of 
farm buildings falling into disrepair owing 
to financial stringency. 


Income Tax. 


Income tax has been given an additional 
squeeze this year, and it is anticipated 
that by the close of the financial year the 
revenue returns will show that the squeeze 
was iustified.

The amendment was 
moved by Sir John Simon, who, having spoken 
of the dismay which the-circular had created 
in educational circles, said that the block 
grant was, if not a reversal, at all events, a 
suspension of the more advanced educational 
policy which the Prime Minister himself had 
declared to be a necessary part of reconstruc- 
tion after the war. The new system would be 
a ‘direct incentive to a backward authority to 
remain inactive, whilst the percentage system 
acted as an encouragement to a progressive 
authority. The conclusion to be drawn was 
that economy, and not educational efficiency, 
was the motive at the back of the circular. 
It’ would be deplorable if, in order to assist 
the ‘Chancellor of the Exchequer in his finan- 
cial. embarrassments, education was to b 
made the Cinderella of the country’s services.

‘Lord Eustace Percy, the Minister for 
Eoucation, rather welcomed the discussion, 
because he could not but believe that, the 
principle of the block grant, once it was 
properly explained, would commend itself 
evento those who, at present, were suspicious 
of it. One of its advantages was that it | 
would, at least, give them some idea of what 
education was costing the country. It was 
highly necessary that there should be a 
financial policy for education, and that 
policy they. were attempting to lay down. .. 

He pointed out that this year £2,700,000 
more was being spent on education . than 
wes the case two years ago. It was an 
obvious advantage to have the grants on ap-, 
proved estimates of expenditure, rather than 
to assess them retrospectively on expendi- 
ture, which had already been incurred. It 
would be left to the authority to spend the 
grant to the best. advantage. “The essence 
of Lord Eustace’s speech was that both 
economy and educational efficiency would be 
best served by the block grant. ; 

Mr. wont Shes scoffed at the idea that 


Government when it proposed the change. It 
was an economy step, pure and simple, and 
no amount of argument would convince him 
that the best interests of education were 
being served by it. Mr. Fisher, another 
educational expert, declared that, on the 
whole, the percentage system had worked 
exceedingly well, and it was mach to be re- 
gretted that it should be revolutionised at 
this juncture.

‘THOUSANDS OF. ACRES UNDER 
WATER, 


Many parts of England are suffering from 
the floods, the Midlands, ‘west and south, 
being the most seriously affected areas. The 
River Severn, at Worcester, was yesterday 
near ten feet above the sum level. 
Hundreds of acres are under water in North 
Shropshire after over twenty hours of rain. 
Rolleston Railway Station, Burton-on-Trent, 
is cut off. The River Tre, at Burton, is 
half a mile wide in ,-only trees and 
hedge-tops being visible. 

The Avon has flooded the land throughout 
the low-lying ground from Stratford to 
Tewkesbury. Stratford racecourse “is a lake, 
and the water is over part of the Chelten- 
ham road. In the centre of Evesham grounds 
are inundated and cattle and horses have 
been rescued with difficulty from the river- 
side meadows. The river is seven feet above 
the normal, and was still rising yesterday. 

- ‘The worst floods since 1913 are being ex- 
perienced in Leicestershire. The Soar Vallev 
is a huge sheet of water, and villages are cut 
off. At Little Bowden, Cosby and Whetstone 
the churches are islands. At Whetstone a 
sick woman had to be carried through the 
floods to safety at Belgraye. At Market 
Harborough the square is four feet deep. A 
woman, named Garfield; died suddenly after 
the excitement of seéing the floods at 
Leicester. At Great Glen there was a land- 
slip on the London, Midland and Scottish 
Railway, and traffic was held un for an hour. 
WORST FOR 46 YEARS. 

At Northampton the river has overflowed 
and flooded the St. James district, where the 
floods are the worst for 46 years. The tram- 
cars were ped. Between Northampton 
and Peterborough the railway is under water 
in places. Houses are flooded in Welling- 
borough, wheré a fifty-foot wall was washed 
away. Villages are isolated, the water being 
four feet. deep on some of the roads. 

Thousands of acres are flooded in Essex. 
At Ilford and Woodford, the River Roding 
has overflowed. 

In the past twenty-four hours the Thames 
Las risen. everywhere in, the upper reaches. 
The normal Fébruary rate of flow of the 
Thames is 2,360 million gallons. Yesterday 
the rate of flow was 4, million gallons. 
Already this: month some 53 million tons of 
water have fallen. on. London, nearly three- 

uarters of the average for the whole of 

ebruary. Near Shepperton the water is 
nearly six feet above the normal. 

For the first time for a long period the

DUNDALK BUSINESS MEN’S 
PROTEST. 


“That the Government, when introducing 
its next Budget, should make a great effort 
to relieve the country from over-taxation and 
help to prevent the present strangulation of 
commerce and industry, ' is the conviction ex- 
pressed by the Council of the Dundalk 
Chamber of Commerce in their annual report.

IMPORTANCE OF ACCORD 


WITH BRITAIN. 


The Times publishes the following íróm' a 
correspondent :—Important measures are in 
bg ory in the foreign policy of France, 

ut their execution is delayed owing to the 
uncertain domestic situation. In responsible 
quarters in Paris it is asserted that M. Briand 
ig not relaxing for a moment the development 
of a far-reaching and coherent foreign 
policy. 

Great emphasis is laid on the fact that a 
complete understanding between France and 
| Great Britain is regarded as the one sound 
basis of international effort. “ihe saying now 
is that the Hntente means much more than 
the experts, which implies that the French 
are willing to make sacrifices in order to 
maintain joint action with Great Britain. It 
is pointed out, for instance, that, in regard 
to the Mosul question, France has stood un- 
flinchingly by Great . Britain, in spite of 
certain obvious difficulties. 

Recently there has been some appearance of 
misunderstanding on certain points, but this-— 
it may be safely said—is due in large measure 
to a lack of clear explanation on both sides 
of ‘the Channel: For instance, the procedure 
which led to the postponement of the prepara- 
tory Commission on Disarmament appeared to 
justify the impression that, at the instance of 
France, a decision was taken with which 
Great Britain had no choice but belatedly to 
comply. It appears now that Sir Austen 
Chamberlain and M. Briand were in entire 
agreement on this subject; but it is certain 
that insufficient care was taken to make this 
agreement known, and to express it in the 
technical methods by which the postponement 
was brought about. It may be noted that the 
disarmament questions have now been placed 
in the able hands of M. Seydoux, of the Quai 
d’Orsay, who is putting forward certain prac- 
tical proposals. 


DANGER OF MUSSOLINI. 

The Daily News, in a leading article, says : 
The danger of Mussolini lies, not in himself, 
nor in the unhappy country which he drags 
at his heels, before the wondering eyes. of 
Europe, but in the fatality which makes him 
the natural rallying point for all the re- 
actionary forces that are striving to drag the 
world back into the pit of its old hates and 
jealousies. When his hour comes, they will 
desert him toa man. But it is not easy to 
measure the mischief which may be done in 
the meanwhile.

I “MUCH ADO ABOUT NOTHING” 


AT THE NEW. 


From Ovr~ Own CoBRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Monday Night. 
Mr. Henry Ainley’s revival of ‘‘ Much Ado 
About Nothing,’’ at the New Theatre, in 
its own ‘way is as great an achievement as 
Miss Thorndike’s production of “ Henry 
VIII.,”-at'the Empire. It is. good to know 
that two theatres in the West End of Lon- 
dan are presenting Shakespeare in a manner 
worthy of the best Shakespearean tradition. 
It cannot be denied that it was chiefly 
owing to the excellent acting of Mr. Ainle 
and Miss ‘Titheradge that ‘“ Mach Ado”’ 
proved as sparkling and entertaining as it 
did the other evening, for, with -all due 
deference to Shakespeare’s genius, much of 
this play is wearisome and crude.

Last night the Dublin University Dramatic 
Society opened its. weck at the Gaiety Theatre 
with the lighter of the two plays that have 
been chosen for production this year. To-night 
there will be serious. drama in “ The Butterfly 
on the Wheel ” ; the play produced last night 
was Mr. Hubert - Henry Davies's comedy, 
“Mrs. Gorringe’s Necklace.”’ 

The choice of this. piece held many ‘advan- 
tages. There is but one scene, and that a 
stock iterior—the: library of a country house. 
The piece, though dated plainly enough by 
the manner of its dialogue as pre-war, “can 
be played suitably in the fashions of to-day. 
It affords responsible parts for eight or nine 
members of the Society, And. is not utterly 
dependent for smooth running on.a particular 
one or two. Its.corhic impulse helps to carry

With these advantages the Society achieved 
a satisfactory’ opening. Indeed, most of the 
players in the cast. would probably -have 
essayed more difficult work with sticcess. and 
the andience had the comfortable confidence 
that the piece was: well within the capacity 
of the chosen cast. Incidentally, it may be 
remarked that the men were not; on this 
oceasion, as they are apt to be in amateur 
productions, patently inferior to the ladies in 
the cast. | .

FOURTH ANNUAL EXHIBITION. 


Close on 300 works are on view in thé New 
Irish Salon, which opened “ite fourth annual 
exhibition at Mills’ Hall, Merrion row, Dub- 
lin yesterday. This-is a slight falling off in 
the number, but the eonsensus of opinion 
‘must be that the standard this year is: gene- 
rally much higher. True, there is a number 
of paintings which have sutle of outstanding 
merit to recommend them, bat the great 
majority are worthy of consideration.. The 
variety of subjects and their treatment. at 
once lifts the exhibition. above ‘the common- 
place. Mauch of its charm lies in the artistic 
manner in which. Mr,.J, Crampton Welker, 
who has organised the salon, has. hung the 
paintings. The arrangement of kindred sub- 
jects in vertical lines, rather than in groups, 
or horizontally, has securéd a very pleasing 
effect. The collection’ of so ‘many «white 
mounts on the end wall, overhung by. a study 
of three Oriental figures by Miss urray— 
the largest canvas in. the collection—is also 
admirable . | 

The quality of the work. may. be judged 
from the- number. of prominent, painters who 
are represented. These include Sir John 
Lavery, Julius ' Olsson, Charles . Simpson, 
Davis Richter, S. J..Lamorna Birch, John 
Keating, Leo Whelan, Dermod O’Brien, 
O'Rourke Dickey, Paul Henry; J. Crampton 
Walker, W. J. Leech, Hesketh Hubbard—to 
mention only a few. ‘Olsson’s contributions 
are three characteristic ‘sea studies, the most 
striking ‘of “which is, perhaps (25), .‘* Moon- 
light near Kilkee,’” in ‘which there’ is a de- 
lightíul silver sheen on the wind-tossed waves. 
Lamorna Birch has a number of striking 
paintings of Cornish coast. line and valley. 
(52), '“ Our Valley of Lamorna,”’ is a singu- 
larly effective piece of work. ‘With it might 
be coupled No. ól; av effective painting 
of ‘‘ The Varied»Colour Cliffs of Cornwall,” 
by R. Morson Hughes. Charles Simpson’s 
work is typical in “ Wild Swans ” (No. 42), 
and a number of the bird. studies, for’ which 
he is justly famed. 

There are surprisingly few water colours on 
view, but two of these—Nos. and 
Carnations and: Roses, ate exquisite pieces of 
work by.

Midway in the salon a fine canvas’ by Paul 
Henry catches the eye. It. is ‘' Potato 
Diggers” (No. 2), im which two figures are 
outlined sharply on the. ridge of an upland 
rise. There is the distinctive Paul Henry 
note, but what strikes one most is a vivid 
scarlet cap worn by one of the figures. Near 
by is a lovely study—‘* Olive Trees

above this is a fine canvas, “ Heralds of 
Autumn ' (No, 68), by H. Iten, who, with J.

a rigid line has been drawn. There is no 
buffoonery or low comedy, and the story is 
pursued with commendable seriousness and 
directness. It tells of the western couzncry 
of 1870, when the vast. plains were over. 
run. with herds cf bufialo — a prey to the 
Indians who then wandered through tais 
territory. 
At demand for buffalo skins, for which a 
high price is paid, induces hundreds of foli-— 
men, women and childten—to venture into 
these unknown fields, where they «ue into 
armed conflict with the Indians. Particular 
interest centres in two of these groups, in 
which: a young couple fall in love. The Icve* 
story is handled very delicately vy Zane 
Grey, and the film keeps very faithfully to 
the idea of the beok. The painful experisaces 
which befall the lovers afford opportunity 
for thrilling scenes, in which thousands of 
buffaloes are engaged. These scenes were 
filmed in Yellowstone Park, where the 
Government placed the buffalo herds, at 
present. extant, at the disposal of the pro- 
ducers for the film. 
e scenes depicting a wild stampede of 
the herd close upon the heels of the girl, 
who is trying to escape from the Indians, 
are very stirring. ‘So also are the settings 
showing the fight between the occupants of 
two prairie. schooners and the Indians. In 
the dash to the relief of the white folk in 
this fight there is an astonishing picture 
of horses, harnessed to wagons, dashing madly 
out on a frozen lake, where the animals and 
vehicles: slide dangerously over the ice. In 
this, and in other scenes, the actors take risks 
in plenty and .receive hard knocks, but they 
produce the touch of realism that is so vitally 
necessary. 
Am outstanding feature in connection with 
the film is the prologue, which the manage- 
ment are staging at the afternoon and night 
performances. The stage of the theatre has 
been elaborately set as an Indian camp, and 
leading Dublin singers have been engaged to 
roduce an attractive Indian operetta, which 
ba been specially composed to music based 
on the folk songs of the American Indians. 
There are a couple of very tuneful solos sung 
by Miss May Doyle, and after a number of 
dances the prologue ends with a fine ‘“Buffalo” 
chorus. e artists include Misses May 
Doyle, G. Mortimer, Mrs. Heffernan, and 
Messrs. Lemass, Bevan and.
